Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 , 3, and 5, the allowability in combination with the other 
claimed features is because nowhere in the prior art is there a metal foil collector for an 
electric double layer capacitor having an oxide film in an amount not greater than 300 
mg/m^, and a capacitance per unit surface area not less than 150 pF/cm^. Regarding 
claims 7, 8, and 10, the allowability in combination with the other claimed features is 
because nowhere in the prior art is there a metal foil collector for an electric double 
layer capadtor having a tensile strength not less than 9, 000 N/ cm^and a residual 
chlorine concentration not greater than 1 .0 mg/m^. Regarding claims 11,13, and 15,the 
allowability in combination with the other claimed features is because nov\^ere in the 
prior art is there a metal collector foil for use in an electric double layer capacitor having 
an etched foil containing at least one of Cu, Ni, Zn, Sn and Fe with a content of Cu, Ni, 
Zn or Sn not greater than 10 ppm and a content of Fe not greater than 300 ppm.
